EGYPT'S INDEPENDENCE. 
London, Ang. 23. 


The “Times” publishes a summary of an agreement reached in 
London between the Milner Mission and the Egyptian Mission, 


jbeaded by Zaghic? Pashs, whereby Britsin recognises the ince 
pendence of Egypt and guarantees Egypt's integrity against outside 


aggression, and Egypt recognises Britain's privileged position in the 
Valley of the Nile and agrees in case of war to give Britain every 
facility of access to Egyptian territory. Britain maintaina a garrison 
in the Canal Zone, mest probably based on Kantara. Egypt regains 
control of foreign relations subject to ber mot making treaties at 
variance with Eritish policy and will have the right to have her own 


diplomatic representative abroad. Capitulations will be abolished. | 


Veto on Jegislation affecting foreigners will be vested in the High 
Commissioner. Adviserships to the different Ministries will .be 
abolished but a British offeial will be appointed to take over and 
carry out the operations of ths Public Debt Commission and another 
British official will look after legislation affecting foreigners. Thelr 
advice will be available to the Egyptian Government, 

The rights of British officials will be safeguarded. Any whose 
services are dispensed: with or who are wishing to resign will be 
generously compensated. All British officials, retained or appointed 
in the future, will be responsible to the Egyptian heads of the 
respective departments. The final agreement whith will be negotiated 
between the representatives of the two Governments, will be 
submitted to the British and the Egyptian Parliaments. Probably, 
the Istter will be asked to pass an organic law embodying the new 
Bgreement and Isving down the future Constitution as regards the 
relative rasponsibilities of the Ministers andthe Sovereign. The 
final details will be worked out in a treaty of alliance which will be 
Roegotiated as soon as the Egyptian Mission report that local opinion 
in Egypt favours an agreement on these lines. .

INTERNATIONAL LABOUR 
CONFERENCE. 


SUMMARY C# RESULTS. * 


The International Labour Con- 
farence, which has been sitting 
at Genoa to deal with the work- 
ing conditions of seamen, has 
now reached the end of its 
labours. The most difficult and 
contentions question which came 
befora it was that of working 
hours in ships. In spite af moat 
strenuous efforts of the officers of 
the Conference to bring about a 
goneral agreement on a Draft 
Conference for the institution of 
the eight hour day and 45 hour 
week in shipa, tha Conference in 
the end failed to show the two- 


thirds majority required by the 


terms of the Treaty of Peace in 
sopport of the proposal. The 


voting on the Draft Convention’ 


sbowed 48 delegates for and 25 
against. Two-thirds of the total

Many aspects of the seaman’s 
life have come under examina- 
tiop of the Conference. and apart 
from the question of working 
hours it has discussed the pro- 
blems of unemployment among 
seamen, terms of employment, 
the minimum age for young 
workers in ships, the position of 
fishermen the conditions of work 
of bargees and other workers oz 
inland waterways, and the protec- 
tion of seamen agains? venereal 
diseases. The results, so far as 
thes have been reported from 
Gesoz, may be summarised a 
follows >— 

JEVENILE LABOUR. 

A Convention was adopted pro- 
viding tha: children under 14 
shell nos be employed or 
work in vessels of any 
kind. Schoot ships or training 
ships are excluded, provided that 
that they are supervised by pablic 
authorities. It is agreed that 
this Convention shall be brought 
into operation before Joly 1, 1922. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

A Convention was adopted pro- 
sidicg that the busioess of iading 
employment for seafarers shall 
not be carried on by any person, 


agency, or commercial enterprise: 


for monetary gain, subject. to 
penalty of fine or imprisonment. 
(This is directed against the 
* Crimp."} 

The Convention further re- 
quires each nation to ensure an 
efficient public system of emplos- 
ment offices without charge at its 
port. The same employment 
facilities are to be available for 
the seafarers cf all countries 
whore conditions of emplyment 
are generally the same.

Another Convention. provides 
for the insurance of crews against 
unemployment resulting from 
shipwreck , this being secured 
under s cans# in every insurance 
policy relating to aship.”

The 
Conference also recommanded 
the establishment for seafarers 
in each country of a system of 
insurance against unemployment 
in caso of sbipwreck or otherwise.

Some important musical dis- 
coverias, the result of years of 
patient research, ara about to be 
Published by the Clarandon Press, 
under the wis of the Carnegie 

Trust. . 

Their. publication is likely to 
revolutionise commonly accepted 
judgments of English composars, 

Dr, Terzss, of Westminster 
Cathedral, is chairman of the 
editorial! committed of experts 
which is preparing the MSS. for 
publication, Much of the masic 
was discovered by Dr. Terry him- 
self, . 
“Ht is a common mistake to 
assume that only the best Eng- 
lish music has come down to us 
through. tha ages” Dr. Terry 
aid to a repreaontative of 
the Daily  Chrvaicte._ “The 
truth is exactly opposite. Purcell, 
for instance, is generally 
quoted aa the greatest English 
composer, bur 1 believe William 
Byrn, whose MSS, are to be publi- 
shed for the first time under the 
Carnegie scheme, to be greater. 
The naxt generation will probably 
regard him with tha veneration 
given to Shakespeare. 

“In my opinion, Byrd is as 
greatin mesic as is Shakespeare 
in literature. 

“Byrd wrote three masses, a 
Istge number of motets, and much 
secular vocal and instrumental 
music, and in the cathedral we 
have given all bis masses and his 
entire “"Graduatia,” and Can- 
tiones Sacraa. 

“The publication of his com- 
plate works in score will now 
enable musicians all over the 
world to juatgs of the quality of 
his genias. - 

Dr Terry want on to explain 
the difficalties which canfronted 
bia colleagues and. himself in 
preparing thesa old MSS. for 
publication.

Mr. J. RB. Clynes, MP, writes 
in a Home paper as follows: 

Among many other influences, 
two things hare made the call 
for increased production un- 
popular amongst large masses of 
waze-2arnera. .

Much can be said on ‘both of 
these points. but the fact which 
emergea with greater strength 
day by day isthe fact that until 
there is an enormous increasa ip 
the volame of commodities, thera 
will nat be that decrease in prica 
alone will give the workers 4 real 
advance in wages. . 

It wontd be proper for the 
workers to secure safeguards 
against “ uni ployment © “and 
safeguards against additions! 
output beinz of greater benefit 
to employers than anyone else, 
bar even if these safegu 
could not ba” obtained, greater 
ontpot wonld still be desirable 
becanse it would confer greater 
benefit upoa the . wage-earning 
classes than on any other. 


THE PROFITEER'S PARADISE, 

Searcity does not diminish 
profits; it dozs no harm to 
employers or to traders, Scarcity, 
indeed, is usually the influence 
which maintains profits at 
afgood level or evan increases 
them. . . 

High prices ara the companions 
of scarcity. Searcity is the real 
friend of the profiteer, and few, 
if any. traders or mancfac- 
turers have suffered in their 
profits becanse of diminished 
output. . 

Production may go down, but 
prices do not jiollow production 
Josnward. As production goes 
down. pricesgoup. This general 
lawis not opset by mention of 
o2e or two commodities produced 
in abundance and yet remaining 
dear. 

One commodity cannot over- 
taxe the infloenca which deter- 
mines the goneral condition of 
prices, and that gexeral condition 
can be turned in the right direc- 
tion only when the flow of com- 
modities is so abundsnt as. to 
carry the inflosace of prices in 
the right direction.

Prohibition he gave only a 
passing notice, saying that de- 
spite divided opinion regarding 
the Eighteenth Amendment and 
the statutes enacted to make it 
operative, thero must b no 
evasion in thair enforcement, He 
declared it to be his “sincere 
desire” that ratification of, 
the . suffrage amendment | be 
campleted to permit women to 
vote this fallin every State. 

Reviswing _and commending 
briefly many other planks of tle 
party platfrom, the candidate 
declared for collective bargaining |. 
for farmers, repression of the 
disloyal, “generous Federal 
cooperation’ in rebabilitating 
tho railroads, intelligent deflation 
oi the currency, ontargement of 
Government aid in reclamation, 
a genuine expression of gratitude 
to veterans of the World War 
and maintensnes of an ample 
navy and “asmall army, bur the 
bess in the world. 

In his promise of a ™ party 
government,” Senator Harding 
reiterated his belief that the Vice- 
President should base a part in 
the affairs of the Chief Executive's 
official family and said thera also 
should ba a “ cordial understand- 
ing and co-ordinated activities ” 
between the Executive and Con- 
gress. “No man,” he said “is big 
enough to run this grest Republics.

PUBLIC SERVICE. 


It is a notorious fact that in the smaller British oversea 
possessions, and particularly in the Crown Colonies, there is no: 
anything like the degree of interest manifested in public affairs to 
which mos: of us bave been accustomed in the Ol4 Country. There 
are special reasons whys thas is so, and to some of these we will refer 
ip a moment or two. What is tra2 of Hongkong inthis régard is also 
troe of Singapore. we imaging: hence the observations of the 
Governor of the Straits Sestlements: which we published in = cable 
from our correspondent yesterday. Sir Laurence Guillemard. as 2 
newcomer to the Colony, would no doubt be strack:by the contras: 
in the attitude of the Straits and the Home public towards civic 

‘questions, and we can well understand his expression of regres 
that some firms do no: allow their members to participate in public 
affairs. However, it is someshing to the good that he believes that 
the people arecoming to realise their duties and to recognise tha: 
there are other aims then money-making. And in a measure we 
incline to think tha: the same thing might be said of Hongkong. 
though no-one would argue that there is as yet anything like an 
excessive measure of civic enthusiasm being shown by the in- 
habitants of this Colony of ours. | 

Without a shadow of doubt, one of the chief reasons why so 
litle interest is shown in the Colony's affairs by the general public 
is to be found in the archaic form of governmens with which Honz- 
kong is saddled. Wish no popularly-elected members on the 
governing bods of Ibe Uolony, a feeling of indifference as to the way 
jn wkich public money is spent has taken root amongst residents, 
who realise the Futility of being “az'in the Gorernment™ and some 
of whom have small trust in the sincerity of such Unofficials as we 
have. If we bada Municipality, concerning itself with purely local 
issues and having no voice on larger Ircperial questions affecting 
the Colony, things migh: be otherwise. But thas time is not yer. 
Another cause which is often cited to ascount for public apathy in 

. regard to pablic affairs is the assertion that we are, moss of us, mere 
birds of passage—here to-day and. gone to-morrow—and for that 
teason cannos be expected to display en interest in public work. 
Bot we think that is less the case to-day than formerly. Fortunes 
ate cot amassed so quickly in 1920 as they were in “the good. old 
days.” and we should say that by far the larger proportion of the 
British residents of Hongkong spend anywhere from a dozen to 
fifteen years inthe Colony. Surely that is a sufficient period of 
time to allow of an intelligent interest being taken in local affairs 
Jbalf the time spent in a Home town would saffce to induce. a man 
to take a band in public business if be bad any inclinations that 
way. No; the “bird of passage “ argument doesn’t cut very much 
ice, after all. The master spirit has far more to do with the master. 
though it does not wholly explain the evil complained of. . 

Let us brielly mention one other factor—that to which the 

of tha Sirnita Settlaments referred when he regretted that 
some firms did not allow their employees to participate in public 
affairs. Wecan imagine with what ashock that statement would 
come te people at Home. But the East isnot England, and here 

‘in the distant parts of the Empire the “firm-influence” is far more 
strong and assertive than in the Old Country. Most men in Hong- 
kong ate known as belonging to "Messrs. So-eand-so” or as an 
assistant of “The This-and-That Corporation”—apart from their 
business life they have no separate entity whatever. And they 
themselves, too many of them, have been content to regard them- 
selves as being owned body and soul by the firm for which they work. 
No monarch aver had more subservient subjects than the men of 
this type who liye in unquestioned absdience to the tarpan and who 
hesitate todo anything ontside office hours for fear of what “tha 
firm” might think of it. Loyal service is to be commended; never 

‘ was it more needed than to-day. Bat this “firm” microbe can gat 
too strong a hold on us, and from it harm to the individual and to 
the community can spring. We have known cases in Hongkong in 
which men (not mere youths) have declined to take an active part 
in publie Jife because they have feared “taipanic’’ disapproval, 
That is the spirit that needs killing before we can hope for a healthy 
public opinion. We beliove that it is gradually dying out here as it 
is io the Straits, but it still persists in some quarters. The existence 
of the Constitutional Reform Association and the Kowloon Residents’ 
Association is proof that there is a desire on the part of the public 
to take a larger share in the Coldny’s affairs. But greater opportun- 
ities still ara needed, sod-the chief of these, to our way. of thinking,

“Rankers” who 
aimed at remaining in the Army 
to enjoy the fruits of peace, have 
been struck at by the officer and 
gentleman class insucha manner 
that often it is impossible for 
them to continue in their profes- 
sion.

FURTHER HONGKONG | 
DISTURBANCES.

. In these days whan Kwangtong 
troops are damonstrating their 
superiority over Kwargal men in 
the skirmishesnear Swatow,there 
are not wanting in Hongkong 
patriots whose courage has been 
wonderfully strengthened by the 
good news. So it came to pass 
that the arrival of the Haiohing 
from Swatow yesterday was the 
signal for these “ brates" to show 
of what hard stuff they’are mada, 

A recrudescence of tho distur 
bances which marked Iast weak- 
end occurred with the arrival of 
the steamer, there being the 
usual large crowd of would-be 
warriots congregated round tha 
pier-head to accord a warm 
reception to the damoratised 
Kwangsi warriors who were 
known to be coming to Hong- 
kong by the Aasiching. Taking 
thair cue from previous axper- 
iancas, the Police, however, were 
ont in strong force and were 
ready to cope with any fresh 
disordar that might ensue. It 
happened, then, that as soon as 
signs of tronubla emanated. the 
party of detectives in plain clothes 
closad round the passengera and 
bafilad the talculations of the 
crowd. In spite of these 
measures, there were a few 
who were reckless enough 
to set upon the Kwangsi_ mer 
whilst they were under Police 
escort to the boarding houses. 
The sight of a group of about 
saven or eight Kwangsi man 
walking securely under the eye 
of.a Chinese detective seemed to 
inforiate one of the ccowd beyond 
measure. He sprang on: from 
the crowd, seized the Isst man 
of the party and was about 
to carry him away to 
ponish him at his leisure, 
when in his turn Lo was seized 
by the Chiness constable. 
Another constable arrested a 
second man whp was meditat- 
ing bedily harm to a Kwangsi 
man riding in a ricksba. The 
ricksha coolie was attacked with 
the object of forcing him to let go 
the shafts, but this method only 
brought grief to the assailant, 
who was promptly collared by 
the Police. 

Forther arrests were made in 
another quarter. When the Police 
were making « combined move- 
ment on the crowd, they fled, but 
particularly aggressive fellows, 
with a sublime disregard for the 
presence of the representatives 
of law and order, dogged the 
foatsteps of a party of Kwargsi 
men until resetie came from-their 
escort who managed to arrest 
the assailants. 

Following their previous 
practice. the Police yesterday 
afternoon sent away all Kwangsi 
men by train to Canton ‘to avoid 
any forther disorders which may 
have resulted from a prolonged 
stay in the Colony.

‘APPEAL TO HONGEONG. 
The “Colonial Secretary for 


‘fwards for publication an appeal 
‘fon behalf of the Imperial War 
i} Famine Fond, signed by Lord 
Richard Cavendish, cB, GMG.]- 
fas follows:— — - 


Imperial War Famine Fund. 

London, 12th Jone, 1920. 
Your Excellency,—I write on 
behalf of the Executive Council of 
the British National Appeal Com- 
mittee of the above Fund to ask 
you to give the enclosed appeal 

your very careful consideration, 
The appeal is made with the full 
concurrence of the British Red 
Cross and Order of St. John, and 


‘ |represents, in fact, the British 


effort in pursuance of the resalu- 
tions ‘as to International distress, 
which were passad by the Con- 
ference of the League of Red 
Cross Societies held recently at 
Geneva. Relief will be administer- 
ed in the different countries by 
Red Cross workery in condistribu- 
tion will be enaured. 

The latest information io our 
hands goes to show the “extreme 
urgency of the need in the dis~ 
tressed countries, and that the 
situation instead of improving is 
likely to become worse during 
next winter than it was in the 
last. The condition of affairs has 
been well summed up by Mr. H. P. 
Davison, Chairman of the Board 
of Goternors of the American Red 
Cross, who is reported on May 
1th. as: follows:—"One of the 
most terrible tragedies in history 
is being enacted in Eastern Europe 
between the Baltic, the Black and 
Adriatic seas. Authentic reports 
show that civilization has broken 
down there.” : 

The signatories to the appeal in 
this country, are, as you will see. 
folly representative of the ‘pablic 
and official life of the country. it 
is being Jagnched on the widest 
possible scale, Yommencing with 
a private meeting of many of the 
big city men at the Mansion 
House, which was addressed b> 
Mr. Arthur Balfour and Sir Arthur 
Stanley, the latter o2 behalf of 
the British Red Cross. The mzet- 
ing was designed to bring before 
the City of London the wider: In 
perial and International issues of 
she appeal, and to secure in that 
wax z lead to the people of this 
reuntry commensurate with the 
seriousness of the problem. 

The appeal is’ being ¢om- 
municated to the Governors 
General of the Dominions. In ex- 
pressing ta ¥ou the nope of ths 
Council that yeu May see Four 
way to open at once a Branch of 
the Fund. 1 shovld tike.to urge 
that any such demonstration as 
already planned on the par. of 
Great Britain will be doubiy 
arresting and impressive if 3 is 
shared to the full by all the 
peoples of the Empire.
